When Pérahing Can Attend to 
Censoring Washington 
Will Cease to Do It. 


Power Taken to Protect Men‘in| 
Spies Here 
Against. 


“Newton D. Baker, of War, 
interviewed last night at the Pennsyl- 
vania Station before leaving this aity 
for Washington, said in explanation of 
the diversion of war dispatches to the 
capital instead of delivering, them to the 
newspapers, that correspondents in 
France, as. well as news associations, 
had been requested for the time being 
to send all dispatches which touch on 
troop movements to their newspapers in 
this country in care.of the War Depart- 
ment at Washington. He said: 

This will continue for only a very 
short time and is intended tor the pro- 
tection of newspapers as well as the 
War Department and the army. At 
present General Pershing’s headquarters 
are not organized, so that he is not in 
a position to take care of ches 
bearing on troop movements, and this 
can only be done for the next few days 
by the War Department. Newspapers 
now have no way of making sure of the 
authenticity of their dispatches touch- 
ing on troop movements except through

A NEW KIND OF BATTLE. 

Aside from the fact that it was 
the first American battle of the 
war, the engagement between Ad- 
miral GLEAVEs’s high seas convoy and 
the U-boats will have another title 
to a secure place in history. It was 
the first battle the world has ever 
seen between a fleet of submarines 
and another fleet. The U-boats have 
been used as auxiliaries in battle, 
though not often; but in this case, 
for the first time, they went forth 
as a squadron to attack an enemy 
in open fight. If years spent in 
‘slaughtering the defenseless, in blow- 
ing up merchant vessels and hospital 
ships, and shelling lifeboats has not 
demoralized the officers who com- 
mand these vessels, they must some- 
times have yearned for a respite from 
their horrible trade; must have longed 
to go out and fight other men man- 
fashion. Since they have never had 
the opportunity, no doubt they have 
indulged in dreams of what they 
could accomplish, have longed to show 
what they could do, have been full 
of confidence and flush of predictions. 
They had never.fought, so their 
dreams could not de disproved, and 
‘doubtless they believed: in them them-. 
selves. 
Then how exultant must they have 
been when the word came to them to 
stop for a time their massacres, to 
return to.port, and there make ready 
to set forth on a real adventure, an 
attack on an enemy squadron! It 
5 not, even then, a fair match, 
for they could strike in. the dark 
against large targets which would 
have difficulty in getting their range; 
but at least it would be a fight. Then 
came the attack, and the awakening 
from the dream. They fought their 
first, perhaps their last, battle; they 
hit nothing, they found themselves 
the target of a quick and accurate 
fire, their own grew scattered and 
feeble, and at last they turned tail 
and fled.

INSPIRATION FOR RECRUITS. 

The regular army is still short of 
men; 50,000 are needed in the infan- 
try. These can be obtained in a few 
weeks by transferring drafted men to 
that branch of the service, but it 
would be better to have the regular 
army composed entirely of voluntary 
recruits.

REVOLUTION IN CHINA. , 
Disappointing as is the apparent: 
overthrow of the Chinese Republic, 
there never has been a time since it 
was established when the possibility 
of such an event did not hang over 
it like a cloud. There has never been | 
that confidence in the republic’s sta- 
bility or permanency which its friends 
would have liked to feel. We may 
discount’ curbstone pronouncements 
that China is “ unfit for a republic,” 
“does not want a republic; this 
kind of talk is offhand, unproved, 
and unprovable. It is certain that the 
south of China does want a republic, 
and nothing has occurred to prove 


unfit for one, or, for that matter, 
that the north is. The republic has 
lasted for five years, and, whether it 
has been an ideal Government or not, 
it has been no such evident failure 
as to warrant positive 
against it. 

It has, however, failed to strengthen 
itself, because it has failed to cen- 
tralize its power. There are too many 
centuries of decentralization in the 
back of the Chinese mind to be exor- 
cised and expelled by. the pronuncia- 
tion of a formula. The empire used 
to be called “ unwieldy,” but that was 
a mere word and did not explain. 
Mere size does not make a country 
unwieldy. The Chinese idea of gov- 
ernment was diffuse and loose, and 
when the change came, and a Presi- 
dent was substituted for an Emperor, 
that idea was not eradicated or even 
touched. Now, since a radical dif- 
ference of opinion existed between 
north and south concerning the ad- 
visability of having any republic at 
all, nothing could assure the republic 
of permanency except a strength at 
the centre to which the recalcitrant 
north would have to bow; and that 
strength could not be made out of 
nothing, still less out of a contrary 
habit of thought that had ‘lasted for 
uncounted generations. 

Hence the danger that at some * 
the monarchists would change their 
attitude of passive dislike to one of 
open hostility, and succeed in it, was 
always lurking. That it should have 
come at this particular time, how- 
ever, in place of some other, excites 
the suspicion that it was quickened 
by outside influence. There were too 
many things hanging on the probable 
action of the Chinese Republic at this 
crisis of the world’s affairs, too many 
interests concerned with the advisa- 
bility of paralyzing any action by it, 
to make it seem plausible that the 
coup d'état of CHANG Hsun Was 
gether self-generated. 

HOUSE OR SENATE TAXES? 

"The majority of the Senate Finance 
Committee has reported a revenue bill 


House’s proposal of $1,810,420,000. 
The smaller sum is the largest the 
country’s taxpayers were ever asked 
to contribute. Over a billion will be 
raised from an income tax ranging 
up to 33 per cent. and an excess 
profits tax ranging up to 50 per cent. 
Even these rates do not seem suf- 
ficiently severe to the minority of the 
committee, which succumbéd to Sena- 
tor La FoLLETTE’s suggestion that the 
entire increase of taxation should be 
concentrated upon these items and 
alcoholic beverages. The bill will not 
be in final form until these differ- 

ences are adjusted, but there is no 
mistaking the general approval of the 
modifications of the House bill. The 
trouble with the House proposal was 
that it was so highly original. The 
Constitution requires that revenue 
measures shall ‘originate in the 
House, but that gives no protection 
for methods of taxation needlessly of- 
fensive to taxpayers. Nobody asked 
the House to pass the bill which it

There is no pros- 
pect of any constitutional crisis in 
this country, because the House will 
not accept the Senate’s challenge. It 
may save its face by some modifica- 
tions of the Senate’s schedules, but on 
the whole the House will submit with 
the best grace it can muster. Con- 
stitutional primacy will be left with 
the House, but it will remain an idle 
privilege until the House takes the 
pains used by the Senate and shows 
itself equally accessible to the wishes 
of the country as expressed vy its 
leading business organizations.

People in London Not Very Much 
Disturbed. A 


Washington, July 3, 1917. 
To the Nditor of The New York Times: ; 

The interesting account of the German 
airman, who can see buildings two miles 
below him, in Tur Times of July 1 may 
give anxiety to many of your readers 
who have friends in London. 

I have just had letters from my sister, 
who sailed on the Baltic to resume Bel- 
gian relief work, and from my daughter, 
who is the wife of a British officer, 
which indicate how little London was 
troubled, in spite of the loss of life in a 
circumscribed area. 
My sister wrote: 

We were holding an important committee 
meeting at Alwich when the bombs began 
te fall all around us, so we continued the 
meeting in the cetlar. 

My daughter wrote: 

At 11 A. M. I took a train for the Nip- 
lings’ farm in Sussex; at 11:15 sixteen alr- 
planes raided London. I always miss every- 
thing going. 

I was in London Oct. 15. 1915, when 
the most fatal raid, previous to this, oc- 
curred, and the Berlin papers published 
that London was in ruins. It is impos- 
sible to realize that there is any danger, 
and the damage to property is so trival 
that only indignation over the murder 
of children and noncombatants (of 
which one learns later) results from 
these raids. I talked with an actress 
who was in the theatre that was struck 
by a bomb in 1915, two pérsons being 
killed. The audience remained quietly 
in their. aqats until notice was given to 
leave.

“OUT TGOING CABLES MUST BE GUARDED. 


A Could Be Pot on the 


ee Now Reaching the 
Code 


— 


The attacks by German submarines on 
our transports make imperative the cen- 
soring of outgoing cables. Since com- 
mercial cables, however, can carry mili- 
tary information through being coded, a 
means must be found to denature or 
sterilize such messages. A commercial 
cable in which, for example, the third, 
eighth, tenth, fourteenth, and nineteenth 
words formed a sentence ing the 
military information would @ censor 
undetected, especially to Mexico or 
South America, where the enemy un- 
Moubtedly has wireless apparatus. 

Would it not be a good plan to re- 
quire all cables to be in plain, simple 
Efiglish and then have them rewritten 
by our censors before being sent, retain- 
ing the general meaning of the message, 
but recasting the phraseology and 
changing the order of the words? The 
use of synonyms. for the leading words 
of the cable would prevent code words 
from slipping through. The rewriting of 
commercial cables in this manner would 
break up. many of the code systems. 
Some information could still get through 
by descriptions of events. 

For example, if a cable stated that 
John Smith’s grandmother died at Bing- 
hamton on Tuesday, it might really mean 
that ten transports sailed from New 
York. Rewriting could: not . that 
information. 


All such ‘ald of fact, however, 
shoyld be held twenty-four hours until 
the facts had been verified. Cables 
quoting prices and the like should also 


be verified, and no cable should be sent 


except by a persen licensed to do so, or 
unless the cable hai the indorsement of 
a licensed sender of cables, all of whom 
Should be Americans of unimpeachable | 
antecedents.

The self-censoring of newspapers is 
only a slight inconvenience to them.

The. Strange Position of the So-

Field 
Marshal Viscount French, who was 
named in the report of the court of in- 
quiry, was criticised, while Lieut. Col. 
Delme Radcliffe was removed from 
command. 

Colonel Cornwallis-West was 
Member of Parliament 
Cheshire in the Liberal interest and 
2 the Liberal-Unionist Party when 
r. Gladstone advocated his famous 
Home Rule bill. He represented the 
West Division of Denbig e from 1885 
to 1892, and afterwards e a Con- 
‘spervative. 

He was for many years prominent in 
society, and retired at the lime of the 
army scandal of last January, which 
involved his wife. 

He owned about 10,000 acres wf land, 
chiefly in North Wales. His London 
house was 35 Jermyn Street, and he was 
member of Brooks’s Windham, 
United Empire and Hurlingham Clubs.
